A Prosperous Season for the Farmer — Capt. 
Eads’ Latest Scheme—Galveston Har- 
bor—A Curious Pension Case.

Wasatneron, July 12.—The Department of Agri- 
culture is receiving it statements from all directions 
regarding the condition of crops, preparatory to the 
issue of its July bulietin, Thus far they are very 
encouraging. From the spring wheat sections re 
ports show the prospects better than in almost any 
past year. The indications thus fer point to aspring 
wheat crop surpassed by only one year's pro lue 
tion. From the corn belt, a little further south, re- 
ports are quite satisfactory. The crop is well ad- 
vanced and in a very good condition. Going still 
further south from the tobacco belt, the reports are 
fairly encouraging, though in some sections the 
weather bas been unfavorable to growers. On the 
whole, however, the indications point to a tobacco 
crop above the average in acreage and yield. In the 
cotton belt the crop in certain sections has been in- 
jured by an unusual amountof rain. This is par- 
ticularly true in Mississippi.

She is rather 
reserved in manner—haughty,some people call it,de- 
voted to her home and her children, and not caring 
much for society as it isin Washington. Personally 
she is above the medium height, with rather stern 
and expressive face set in a frame of white hair, a 
well-developed figure, a manner somewhat cold and 
reserved, but an experience which renders her quite 
efficient to be an able mistress of the White House. 

ARTHUR IS TRE FOURTH PRESIDENT 
who has entered the White House a widower. His 
term there has been a brilliant one, for he is not 
only familiar with and informed of the details of so- 
cial life, buthis sister, Mrs. McElroy, who has 
been the acknowledged mistress of the White 
House during his term, is also quite 
accomplished in a social way. Very retiring in her 
looks, and without ambition for public recognition; 
however, she has been seen little by Washington 
generally and has only been known personally toa 
circle extremely limited. The women of the White 
House, tracing back to the beginning, form an in- 
teresting chapter or series of chapters in the history 
of, not alone Washington society, but of the nation. 

Under Garfield's administration the social features 
had scarcely developed. 

Under Hayes the White House was open to all 
of society, thousands attending their receptions, and 
lunch tables were spread at their evening entertain- 
ments for many hundreds. 

Under General Grant the White House was gay, 
but there was not that democratic freedom which 
marked the regime of Mrs. Grant's successor as 
mistress of the White House 1 

Another term back, Mrs. Johnson, wife of Andrew 
| Johnson, was mistress of the White House. She 
was an invalid and personally entertained little, re- 
ceiving her visitors in her chair. Her daughter, 
Martha Patterson, wifeof Senator Patterson, enter- 
tained in her stead, renovating the war-stained tat- 
tered habiliments of the mansion with rare taste 
upon the small allowance of $30,000 which Congress 
made for this purpose. 

Mrs. Lincoln, who preceded, was mistress of the 
White House in a time of great turbulence and na- 
tional tribulation, and there is small wonder that the 
recollections of her time there are not agreeable 
ones to those who were here during that period. 
An ambitious woman, with little experience outside 
a country town when called here, deprived of the 
counsel of her husband by the constant attention to 
public affairs which his duties required, stricken 
with grief during the years of herstay by the loss 
of her favorite son, Willie, the painful experiences 
of her time in the White House culminated with the 
assassins shot which was heard around the world. 

PRECEDING MRS. LINCOLN, 
Harriet Lane, the adopted daughter of James Bu- 
chanan, who was the only bachelor President we 
have ever had, gave to Washington society one of 
the most brilliant social administrations it has 
ever had. 

Mrs. Pierce, her predecessor, was a sensitive, 
shrinking woman who had seen her son killed by a 
railroad accident but a short time before her ar- 
rival at the White House, and who during her stay 
there attended to social duties only because they 
were duties. 

The next in the order, tracing back, is Mrs. Fil- 
more, who was more strongly marked as a literary 
woman than any since Abigail Adams. It was her 
taste for books which established the library now in 
the White House, her husband having through her 
solicitation asked of Congress and obtained an ap- 
propriation of $30,000 for a White House library. 

No sadder woman ever reigned mistress of the 
White House than the wife of President Taylor. She 
had accompanied her husband in all his war expe- 


‘riences, caring for him in camp and counseling with 


him upon the field. During the Presidential contest 
she prayed daily for Clay's election. It is a plot,” 
she said, to deprive me of the comforts of a home, 
which I had expected to enjoy now that the war is 
ended. She came to the White House only as a 
matter of duty, her daughter, Betty Bliss, being 
pushed to the front to bear the burden as mistress 
of the establishment. When her husband died with- 
in the walis of the White House she was heart- 
broken, and during the two remaining years of her 
life never mentioned the White House unless ne- 
ceasity compelled. 

Mra. Polk, who preceded Mrs. Taylor, still lives in 
the city of Nashville. She isthe only woman who 
has ever held the position of private secretary to the 
President, she having filled that position through

JOE HOWARD, THE IRREPRESSIBLE. 

Not to know Joe Howard, jr., is to argue one's self 
unknown in New York. His rather premature is- 
suance of a proclamation for President Lincoln in 
the early days of the civil war cost Joseph his lib- 
erty, and at the tinkle of Seward Iittle bell the 
doors of Fort Lafayette closed upon him with a very 
uncomfortable bang.

In the halcyon days of the 
Tweed regime Joe owned and edited the Star, then a 
strong Ring journal. Funny stories are told of how 
Joe brought Old Brains“ Sweeney, Connnolly and 
Tweed to terms and secured an unlimited amount of 
public printing. Joe is now on the Herald, suggest- 
ing subjects tobe worked up and handling big 
stories, such as national conventions, for which he 
receives $100 a week, He has easily made and as 
easily spent several fortunes, and is such a “‘hail-fel- 
low. well met“ that if he were a millionaire to-day he 
would be penniless ina year.

At the close of the great struggle there were 
many conflicting views in regard to the form 
of government to be adopted. The rich Tories, 
who still clung fondly to the formsof the 
mother country, wished asecond edition of 
England's government. The Whigs, who were 
allied to the Tories in spirit, differed in their 
views and wished a consolidated form of govern- 
ment, with a Dictator at its head, and a senate 
whose members should hold office for life. Both 

rties desired to return to all the aristocratic 

eatures of England. The Democrats desired 
a constitutional form as the object for which 
the fathers of the Revolution had pledged their 
lives, their fortunes and their sac honor.” 
Thus, until the adoption of the Constitution in 
1780, there were two jes—the Tories, allied 
with the Whigs, and the Democrats. After 
the adoptionof the present Constitution the 
Tories and the Whigs united and were thence- 
forth known as Federalists. The most promi- 
nent leader was Gen. Schuyler, while rge 
Clinton was the acknowledged head of the Dem- 
ocratic party. 
TAMMANY FOUNDED. 

In May, 1780, was founded the Tammany So- 
ciety, or Columbian Order. Its character at 
first was not entirely political, but partook of 
a benevolent nature. One of the aims was to 
bring the Indians of the surrounding country 
to a more thorough knowledge of the advan- 
tages of trade. It may be remarked that the 
number of votes polled in the city of New York 
the year previous to the formation of the socie- 
ty was only 3,000, while Albany — — 5.000. 
On July 22, 1700, Alexander McGillwany, a 
a half-breed Cherokee Indian, educated 
in Europe, arrived in New York, accom- 
panied by a delegation of thirty kings and 
chiefs. The latter were brought to the 
city by Col. Marinus Willett, who had 
been delegated by Gen. Washington to perform 
that duty, the object being to make a treaty 
with the 4 — in regard to the purchase of a 
large tract of land. On this occasion we find 
the first public appearance of the Tammany 
Society. The members assembled at the wig- 
wamand marched to the battery, dressed in 
Indian costume, and there received the visitors, 
who were escorted to the wigwam. Among 
the notable persons present were Gov. George 
Clinton, Chief Justice Day, Mr. Duane, the 
Mayor; Mr. Jefferson, Secretary of State, and 
Mr. Knox, Setretary of War. On October 13, 
174, the society, in commemoration of the 
discovery of the American continent three 
hundred years previously by Christopher Co- 
lumbus, erected a transparent monument to the 
discoverer in the Tammany museum. This 
museum was in the second story of the brick 
building at the foot of Broad str@®t, which stood 
in the middie of the roadway and extended 
from Pearl to Water street. The building was 
the property of the city, but the authorities 
had granted the use of the second story to the 
Tammany Socicty for the purposes of a mu- 
eum. The collection consisted of presents 
made to the society, such as clubs, battle-axes, 
tomahawks, pipes, ete, It was jealously guard- 
ed by the W iskinskie, or doorkeeper. 
person Who held this office was Gardiner Baker, 
who received a smal! salary and was allowed to 
exact a fee from every visitor. 

CHANGES BEGUN. 

Everything worked smoothly for awhile, but 
Baker soon began to claim as his right all dona- 
tions made to the society. ‘hree years of in- 
tense excitement followed, until finally a com- 

romise was effected, whereby Baker was al- 

owed to keep the museum during his life on 
condition of admitting the members of the 
society without charge. Thus early was*‘the 
“enoils” system practiced by Tammany. The 
collection, on the death of Baker, was sold, in a 
very dilapidated condition, and formed 
the nucleus of Scudder’s Museum, 
which later expanded into Barnum's Museum. 
THE WIGWAM, 

In 1799 the wigwain was situated on the south- 
east corner of aseau and Spruce streets. The 
building was originally erected by an English 
settler, by the name of Thomas Hale, on the 
elevated ground in that vicinity. It was a lo 
low frame building, two-stories high. In 1650 
William Beekman purchased the property of 
Hale's widow, and used a portion of the build- 


vay or a brewery. 
t this period the road to Boston crossed the 
fields in frent of the house. This is now Park 
W. The flelds were the scene of frequent 
conflicts between the Liberty Boys” and the 
troops. In 1783, the eminence surrounding the 
t on which the building stood was cut 
own, thus leaving the dwellir high 
and dry. A basement of brick was 
built and a high porch conducted the visitor to 
the hall door, It was now a public house and 
a favorite resort of the Sons of Liberty.” In 
the bar-room, seated before the ample fireplace, 
the veterans of the Revolution loved to gather 
and fight their battles over again, doubtless 
with many ingenious additions.

Abraham or “Brom” Martling was a promi- 
nent character, He had beena soldier of the 
Revolution and could tell the most astound 
stories of the scenes and battles of the grea 
— — He was a large, pasy and an 
excellent represejtative of the old Knicker- 
becker. His son-inlaw, William B. Cozgens, 
afterwards became his partner, and was one of 
the lessees of old Tammany Hall, during its 
half century of greatness. In 1707 the ong 
room at the rear was built and also 
a room on Little George stet.

time for a theater, and a play called “*Bourville 
Castle” was announced for production.

About this time the subject of a new hall be- 
gan to be agitated.

Previous to this, in 
1812, Hugh Maxwell, who was after- 
ward District Attorney, Jacob Raziclilff, 
Richard Hatfield and others left the Federalists 
and united with Tammany Hall. On the final 
triumph of the Democratic party Charles King, 
Johnson Verplanck, James A. Hamilton and 
others, with their paper, came into Tammany 
Hall, as did Gen. Wickham, of Orange County. 
DEMORALIZATION, 

These men, however, were not actuated by 
— 2 They wanted power, and soon 

wan to kick in the traces,” and by a power- 
ful effort obtained possession of Tammany and 
ousted the Democrats. Undismayed by this, 
the gular Democracy held a meeting in the 
coal-hole of the hall and nominated a. ticket. 
They were successful and carried the Assembly 
by 2,500 votes. At this Adams and others of 
the old Democrats withdrew, and left Tammany 
ina bad condition, but the election of Jackson 
renewed the power of the Democrats and 
brought them again to the front. The party 
remained in power for many years. The neces- 
sity for removing uptown became apparent to 
the members of the society in later years, and 
in March, 1867, the property on Nassau street 
was sold and anew Tammany Hall was built in 
Fourteenth street. The site was on the 
ground formerly occupied by the Medical 
College, which was burned on May 21, 1865, at 
the time of the conflagration of the Academy of 
Music. 

Of the present structure it is needless to 
speak, or of the present struggle of Tammany 
Society. Arowial old Tammany. Hall cluster 
the brightest memories of the Democratic party 
of the country. Within its walls the ablest and 
most eloquent of the leaders of Democracy have 
held forth, and whatever fate may bein store 
for the new, it can never eclipse the glory of 
old Tammany Hall. ,

A GOOD INCOME. 


A Wealthy Merchant Showing How 
$25,000 May be Easily Spent. 
New York Times Interview. 

Ves, I su I may be called a rich man,” 
said the merchant, with a slight laugh. The 
"last ten years have made 0 for 
the better in my worldly affairs. When 
there was born I-was living in a «mall 
west of Sixth avenue, with an income of $3,500 
ayear. Today Ion my house, a four 
brown-stone, which, as you know, is just 
town, and have an. income of

have averaged about $25,000. I will not say at 
what figure I value my house. It is not for sale. 
I carry $85,000 insurance on my house and fur- 
niture, however.” 

Do you make it a point to keep ‘your living 
a for each year at the figure you men- 

on 

„Well, there has been no particular rule 
about it. My wife is 12 or ny though by no 
means close, and she ruiisthe house, I seek 
few pleasures outside of my family, and my 
personal expenses are e uently not extrava- 
gant. We manage to live comfortably, and 
the bills foot up about $25,000. The only stead- 
fast rule that my wife and I have observed ever 
since we were married, thirty years , is to 
live wijpin our income. When I had 83,500 a 
year used tosave about $1,000. Now we 
manage to put by $10,000 or $15,000a year, 
Now, perhaps, you: would liketohear just 
how I manage to get rid of $25,000a year in my 
household expenses—the degree of style that 
that sum enables me to indulge in?” 

“Such a narrative would certainly interest 
the readers of the Times,” was the reply. 

“Very well. I will give youa page or two 
out of my book. In the first place I pay no 
rent, but my taxes and insurance uses up about 
24,500 of the 825.000. I give my wife $500 a 
month, out of which she runs, the house and 
provides in the main for her own personal 
wants. I buy the fuel, pay the gas bills, and 
keep up the stable. I have four horses, a coach 
anda coupe. On my farm in Connecticut 1 
have several work-horses and some colts, but 
as they pay for themselves, Ido not include 
them in my estimate of expenses here. My 
coachman costs me $50 a month, and his wife, 
who cooks for us, gets the same. I pay 
my groom 840 a month. The feed of 
the horses and the necessary repoirs to 
vehicles and harness cost. about $2,000. 
We pay our chamber-maid, dining-room girl, 
and laundress frem $15 to $18 a month each, 
but, of course, those items, together with the 
cook’s wages and the extra expenses of house- 
cleaning, all come out of my wife’s allowance. 
The dressmaking und millinery bills of my two 
daughters, you will be surprised to learn, do 
not run much over $2,500 a year for both. ut 
my girls undoubtedly spend less for dress than 
most girls inthe same grade of society. They 
have sufficient of their mother’s method and 
spirit to do a great deal of their own fashion- 
ing of garments. But my chief pride is my 
wife and children, and I never seek to econo- 
mize in any expenditures relating to their per- 
sonal appearance or comfort. I would gladly 
increase my yearly expenses 35,000 
if they but expressed the wish. 
My oldest boy, 16 years of age, is 
at school,-and 81,000 will more than cover his 
yearly expenses, and as for Donald, why he act- 
ualiy costs me nothing but candy and ice cream 
money, for his mother clothes him out of her 
allowance. I will put the cost of my fuel at 
about $1,500. There you have about all of 
the stated items of outlay for the support of my 
family. Let us figure them up. There is $4,500 
for taxes and insurance, $6,000 to my wife for 
running the house, $2,000 for horses, repairs, 
&c,, $1,000 for coachmon and groom, $2,500 for 
expenses of daughters, $1,000 for oldest boy 
and $1,500 for fuel. That makes a total o 
$18,500, leaving me $6,500 for incidentals, trav- 
eling expenses, and social amusements.” 

“Of course, you take your family out of 
town in the summer?” 

“Certainly; I have a breezy country mansion 
and a fine farm in Connecticut, and we close 
our city house about June 15 and keep it closed 
uutil October 1, I send my horses into the 
country, where it costs me very little to keep 
them. In fact, our expenses in July, August 
and September are comparatively trifling. My 
farm is worked on shares by the family that 
takes care of it, and my share is very nearly an 
offset to the cost of boarding my family for 
three months. It is in the summer time that 
my wife recoups financially. Her allowance of 
88500 a month goes right along, but she has to 
meet so few expenses that by the time she gets 
back home in the fall she has $1,200 or $1,300 
cash in her pocket. That money she either puts 
into dresses or jewelry for the children, or else 
lays it away toward defraying the expenses of 
a winter trip somewhere.” 

Do not your daughters find life on a quiet 
Connecticut farm rather dull and irksome?” 

„Bless your heart! they need not stay there 
any longer than they want to. In fact, they do 
not stay on the farm all of the time. They make 
trips here and there just as the whim strikes 
them. Some weeks they will be entertaining 
some of their young society friends at my place 
and other weeks they will be returning the vis- 
its. Whenever my wife feels like it, she packs 
up and takes the children to Saratoga, Newport 
or Cape May fora fortnight or so. One year I 
let an acquaintance have the use of my country 
house for the season for $1,250. Itook my fam- 
ily to Newport and we occupied part of a cot- 

e. The season cost us $4,000, which, after 
taking out the $1,250 received for my own man- 
sion and the $1,500 of. my wife’s unexpended 
allowance, made our extra 2 about $1,260, 
which was little enough for the enjoyment we 
all got out of it.” 

“Do you remain in town over night through 
the summer, as a general thing?’ 

No; when my family are on the farm I go 
out every afternoon and come in the next morn- 
ing. The ride is only an hour and a half long. 
If my folks happen to be at Saratoga or Cape 
May I join them on Sundays, remaining at 
some hotel in the city or at Long Branch during 
the other evenings of the week. From $60 to 
$75 a week will cover all of my personal ex- 
penses under such circumstances. ' 

“You can breakfast and dine at your club if 
you choose, can you not?” 

“Tam not much of aclub man, I amamem- 
ber of the Union League and St. Nicholas 
Clubs, itis true, but my entire yearly club ex- 
＋ * including dues, do not exceed $600. I 
the younger generation that supports most of 
our p rous clubs. The older members sel- 
dom contribute more than their annual dues, 
with perhaps the price of an occasional lunch,” 

“In your rough estimate of expenses you 
leave $6,500 of the $25,000 unaccounted for. In 
what way is that money used?” 

“Well, I suppose social amusement and ex- 
tras about the house take most of it. While my 
daughters do not fix their whole attention on 
the pleasures of society, they go out quite fre- 
quently and entertain some. During the r. 
atic sensons they have the use of a box when- 
ever they desire. I came very near being one 
of the stockholders in the Metropolitan Soon 
House Company, but my wife — 4 me. 
She snid that it would not pay me and she was 
right. One of my friends who did subscribe 
paid about 51.00, I believe, for his box, and 
my family had the use of it for about half the 
time for €1,000, I take my wife and children 
to all good plays and operas, and probably pa 
out 61,500 a year for such amusements. 
cannot tell exactly how much my social enter- 
tainments at the house cost me. Such things 
are made up usually of trifles, and what you 
pay depends upon the number of trifles dnt 
you have. Last winter my wife gave our

Benedict Arnold's Hiding Place.

An interesting discovery was made by 
Thomas Alling a few days ago at the old 
Benedict Arnold house in Water street, New 
Haven, Conn.

From the Tacoma (W. 7.) News, June R. 


The Indians of the Swimomish reservation 
have made many improvements in the last 
three years. Four hundred acres of land have 
been diked and 588 rods of dike constructed, in- 
2 four large dam. About 384 rods of 
this dike have been fenced. A ditch 235 rods 
in length, four feet wide and three fect deep 
thoroughly drains the place. On this land 
about forty-three acres have been sown. All 
this work was done exclusively by the Indians. 
The Indians who assisted in building the dikes 
are the only ones who have any mto the 
lands so diked, and every man that worked was 
allotted land in proportion to the amount of 
work performed. Beside the tide lands men- 
tioned above, there are under fence and partial- 
ly cultivated about fifty acres of uplands, upon 
which vegetables have been raised to quite an 
extent. midition to agricultural pursuits 
this tribe bas taken not a little interest in stock 
raising. furnishi cordwood to the steamers 
and in fishing, are about 150 persons in 
all, of whom fifty-two are heads families, 
the latter having located ranging from 
forty to 120 acres. 3

TEXARKANA, ARK. AnD Texas, June 17.—The re 
sources of Arkansas and Texas have not only been 
the subjects of previous articles from our pen, but 
have engaged many a more able exponent in the 
past, hence without any extensive pream bie we will 
turn our attention to the remarkably inter- 
esting features of this “dual city.” 
which lies in two States, having such 
an eligible location that it draws the best from each, 
and providing sp good a market and such ready 
means of sublimation thatit is attracting a large 
population, gaining each year in commercial im- 
portance, and becoming a metropolis in its dis- 
trick 1 . 

It is not our object to discuss at length the reasons 


for this phenomenal growth, but we will refer to the 
most important causes: First—The railways 
which have made Texarkanaa center, a division 
— the location of their shops, offices. round - 
te., made it

of the two States. A reference 
Rand & McNally map of these States will sho 
there is no other railway outlet to the uth 
for Arkansas, and but one other (which 
leads into the Indian Territory) from Texas to the 
Norto. ‘ihe second element is the rapid growth of 
manufacturing institutions which have not only 
added to the wealth of the city but have given em- 
ployment to a large number of non-producers, thus 
— it a better market and a more advantageous 

„ for commercial business. Third may be con- 
sidered the resources of the surrounding country 
which pour into this city as a natural outlet, and iast, 
but by no means least,the efforts put forth by many 
of the business men in securing manufact N and 
other enterprises an in letting the world know 
w opportunt, exists for men of pluck and en- 
érgy to not only secure a living but a competency. 

exarkana lies one-half in Texas and one-half 
in Arkansas, being almost equally divided. 
This, of course, makes two distinct municipadtiecs, 
but while two, Still one. Thus they are more inti- 
mately connected than the Siamese twins, for they 
both receive their sustenance through the same arte- 
ries of commerce and trade—and one cannot die 
without destroying the other. It had 3.23 popula- 
tion at the national census, but the rapid increase 
has more than doubled it in the four years past. 

ITS GUEAT RAILROADS, 

The city is particularly blessed with abundant rail- 
way facilities, and numerous Outlets north and 
south. It is 490 miles from St. Louis by the St.

In manufacturing the city has made great strides. 
A large cotton compress handled 65,200 bales last 
year. There are two extensive cotton-seed oil mil's, 
doing an immense business; one wagon factory, 
making a specialty of mill wagons; four manufact- 
uring lumber companies, with large and well equip- 
fed mills; three potteries, one manufacturing spe- 
cialties and fancy goods exclusiveiy, and the others 
doing plain work, for both of which is found 
the finest clay in the United States; two foundry 
and machine shops, five brick yards, a boiler works, 
a large paint works, a brass and bronze factory, an 
ice factory and perhaps some others. Over $500,000 
is invested and about four hundred men employed 
in manufacturing in this city.
